1st  abstract  office  in  Lake  County  established  in  1912  by 
Rav  Trucks. 


1st  oil  well  under  permit:  1930,  section  11  in  Dover  Twp. 
This  dry  hole  was  followed  by  over  200  additional  wells  in 
the  county,  the  best  producers  being  in  Pinora  and  Pea- 
cock Townships.

The  geologists  tell  us  that  Michipan,  including  Lake  Co 
was  once  covered  with  a  glacier.  As  this  ice  sheet  moved 
and  melted  it  formed  the  hills,  valleys  and  the  740  square 
miles  of  the  Pere  Marqvette  River  anc  also  the  basins  of 
the  Pine,  the  Saub.e  -nd  the  Little  Manistee  Rivers  in  Lake 
County. 

Rocks  were  prshed  down  from  Cam  da,  rounded  off  by  be- 
ing rolled  ove«*  and  ovei,  then  cemented  together  to  form 
conglomerates  or  pudding  stones  of  quartz  pebbles  colored 
red,  brown,  black  and  sometimes  pink  and  banded  agates. 

The  Wolf  Lake  hills,  the  Lincoln  hills  and  the  Ward  hills 
are  called  "morraines",  a  smaller  hill  is  called  a  "Drumlin", 
shaped  like  the  back  of  a  spoon. 

The  highest  elevation  in  Lake  County  is  1075  feet  near 
Chase  and  the  lowest  spot  at  the  west  county  line  at  734 
feet  above  sea  level. 

The  total  area  of  Lake  County  is  o\er  390.000  acres. 

Public  lands  in  Lake  County:  over  174,000  acres,  about 
47%  of  the  county.  Chase  Twp.  has  the  smallest  amount 
of  public  land  and  Sweetwater  Twp.  has  .he  most  acreage 
of  public  land. 

Water:  3,200  acres  with  Big  Star  Lake  being  the  largest 
with  over  900  acres.  Cherry  Valley  is  the  only  Twp.  with 
no  lakes. 

In  1837  Michigan  was  admitted  to  the  Union  and  in  the 
year  the  state  was  surveyed. 


Forests 


Baldwin  is  at  the  center  of  the  Manistee  National  Forest. 

Baldwin  school  sponsored  the  planting  of  40  acres  of  pines 
on  section  4  of  Pleasant  Plains  Township. 

Chase  Township  school  had  40  acres  in  section  18  for  the 
planting  of  trees. 

Eighty  acres  of  pine  plantings  in  section  4  of  South  New- 
kirk  Township  was  sponsored  by  Luther  school. 

The  Baldwin  Woman's  Club  sponsored  40  acres,  Webber 
Township  for  their  project  in  tree  planting. 

The  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  of  the  U.S.A.  which  em- 
ployed over  two  million  members  in  1933  to  1942  planted 
trees,  improved  streams,  worked  in  parks,  and  built  roads  in 
the  forest. 

In  1980  D.  N.  R.  arrested  over  eighty  people  for  stealing 
timber  from  state  lands. 

The  last  log  drive  down  the  Pere  Marquette  River  was  in 
1904  by  Ralph  Hollistor,  father  of  the  late  Howard  Hollistor 
of  the  Lake-Osceola  State  Bank. 

Michigan  is  the  largest  grower  of  Christmas  trees  in  the 
United  States. 


Michigan  Stamps 


In  September  1968  a  six  cent  stamp  was  issued  honoring 
Father  Jacques  Marquette,  the  French  missionary  explorer. 

The  Pere  Marquette  River  which  crosses  Lake  County  was 
named  after  this  Catholic  priest. 

Showing;  che  state  seal,  a  purple  throe  cent  stamp  was 
issued  November  1935  as  a  centenial  stamp. 

The  Michigan  State  flag  was  featured  on  a  thirteen  cent 
stamp  issued  Febuary  23,  1976. 

During  1982  a  twenty  c.^nt  stamp  wa6  issued  which  pic- 
tured a  plentiful  bird  in  Lak^  County,  the  robin. 


Another  t.venty  cent  stamp  showed  the  Michigan  State 
Flower,  the  apple  blossom.  The  wild  pink  sweetbriar  rose 
common  co  Like  County  belongs  to  the  same  plant  family 
as  the  apple.

Buildings 


The  only  two  story  building  of  poured  concrete  in  Lake 
County  is  located  in  Chase  on  US-10. 

The  oldest  house  in  Baldwin,  the  "Meadow  Lark  Haven" 
is  in  the  1,000  block  on  Michigan  Ave. 

The  "Octagon  Castle",  built  of  logs  is  in  Pleasant  Plains 
Township. 

Several  schools  in  Lake  County  were  built  by  the  WPA 
project,  among  them  being  those  at  Chase,  Idlewild  and 
Sweetwater.

The  gym  of  the  Baldwin  Community  School  was  built  in 
1959.  It  was  named  aft<T  Max  Brail,  who  was  school  sup- 
erintendent in  Baldwin  for  27  years. 

The  Baldwin  Village  hall  on  9th  St.  was  built  at  the  Wal 
halla  CC  Camp  in  the  early  li!30's.  The  government  built 
barracks  at  Idlewild,  Irons,  Peacock  and  Wolf  Lake.  When 
Kenneth  Tracks  was  vil  lage  presioent,  he  obtained  two  of 
the  buildings  which  were  moved  to  property  leased  from  the 
C  &  0  Railroad. 

The  Lake  County  cour chouse  burned  in  1927  and  was  re- 
built. 

Of  the  five  buildings  on  7th  St.  that  were  used  as  a  school 
house,  the  one  on  the  corner  of  Oak  and  7th  St.  is  the  oldest. 

The  first  sound  movie  theater  in  Lake  County  was  built 
by  Alton  Hodgins  in  1930.  Eventually  the  building  was 
occupied  in  1977  by  the  Baldwin  Pathfinder  library.

The  square  two  story  house  on  Joiner  St.  and  the  home  at 
Third  and  Center  St.  are  two  of  the  oldest  buildings  in  the 
village  of  Chase,  being  over  a  hundred  years  old. 

Lloyd  Ringler  was  supervisor  of  Chase  Township  for  34 
years.

Idlewild  was  first  platted  in  1915  by  the  Idlewild  Resort 
Co.  which  was  composed  of  B.  G.  Branch,  Adelbert  Branch, 
W.M.  Lemon  and  A   E.Wright. 

A  wooden  foot  bridge  connected  the  island  with  the  main- 
land in  1915. 

Mrs.  Hattie  Buckie;  built  the  first  cottage  in  I  llewild. 

Paradise  Club  which  hosted  many  big  name  entertainers 
during  summer  months  was  bu.lt  in  1922  by  the  Wilsons. 

Joe  Louis  who  was  the  heavyweight  boxing  champion  for 
over  11  years  (1937-1949)  visited  Idlewild.  la  1935  he  was 
selected  by  the  Associated  Press  as  the  athlete  of  the  year. 

Mrs.  Louise  Malone  Braxton,  said  to  be  the  only  woman 
bass  singer,  spent  some  time  in  Idlewild. 


Other  entertainers  in  Idlewild  were  Delia  Reese,  The  Four 
Tops,  Count  Basie,  Brook  Benton,  Barbara  McNair,  Maceo 
Thomas,  Jackie  Wilson,  B.  B.King,  Nipsie  Russel  and  Billie

Joseph  McMillion,  the  educator,  taught  school  in  Bi'iiwin.

The  Chase  Concert  Band  of  1880  was  the  first  musical 
organization  mentioned  in  Lake  County. 


The  twenty  member  Marlborough  Concert  Band  of  1903 
used  instruments  donated  by  H.  H.  Parsons  who  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Great  Northern  Portland  Cement  Co.  of  Marl- 
borough. O.A.  Camsdon  was  the  conductor. 


The  Scottville  Clown  Band  in  all  its  glory  can  be  seen  at 
the  annual  Lake  County  Trout  Festival. 


Leonard  Keller.  Jim  Brown,  Harold  Fisher  and  Howard

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Minerals 


Michigan  ranks  first  in  the  nation's  salt  production. 

No  precious  crystals  can  be  found  in  Lake  County  but 
local  quartz  and  red  jasper  can  be  polished  for  ornaments. 
Drill  cores  from  pas  and  oil  wells  have  been  cut  and  polish- 
ed for  settings  in  rings,  brooches  and  pendants. 


The  soft  Petoskey  stone  is  easily  worked  in  various  shapes 
for  jewelry.  Calcite  can  be  found  in  Lake  County  but  it  is 
too  soft  for  jewelry. 


The  red  and  white  stripped  Lake  Superior  agate  can  be 
found  occasionally  in  the  gravel  pits. 


Indian  arrowheads  from  Lake  County  of  chert  or  flint 
have  been  used  for  stick  pins  or  bola  ties.  Skinning  stones, 
scrapers,  awls  and  spears  of  stone  have  been  picked  up.

Luther 


In  1881  the  Wilson  brothers  built  a  sawmill  on  the  bank 
of  the  Little  Manistee  River.  The  settlement  was  called 
Luther,  after  their  brother-in-law,  Wm.  Luther. 


In  1882  a  spur  track  was  in  operation  from  the  G.  R.  &  I. 
Railroad  to  Luther. 


R.  G.  Peters  Salt  &  Lumber  Co.  owned  the  Manistee  & 
Luther  Railroad  which  ran  between  those  towns. 


The  main  street  of  Luther  was  on  the  early  stage  coach 
route  from  Newaygo  to  Traverse  City. 


The  only  turpentine  factory  in  Lake  County  was  once 
located  in  Luther.  The  village  also  had  a  grist  mill,  charcoal 
kilns,  a  cigar  factory,  saw  mills,  four  churches,  three  doctors, 
photo  studio,  opera  house,  newspaper,  high  school  and  hotels 
Luther's  first  bank  was  operating  in  1903  with  S.  Buckner. 
There  are  three  pioneer  cemeteries  within  a  mile  of  Luther.

The  trout  was  adopted  as  the  Michigan  fish  in  1965. 

The  five  limit  on  steelheads  brought  out  many  fishermen  in 

1987. 

A  seventeen  pound, three  obnce  walleye  was  caueht  in  1!  51 
in  the  Pine  River  by  Ray  Fodely  of  Yorktown  Indiana. 

The  first  German  Brown  Trout  from  the  Northville  hatchery 
were  planted  in  the  Baldwin  Ri\er  in  Lake  County  in  1884 
by  J.  Ellis. 


In  1983,  Robert  Abbot  of  Caledonia  took  an  eight  pound, 
eight  ounce  Lrge  mouth  bass  fiom  Seaman  lake,  Lake  Co. 


A  twelve  pound,  fourteen  ounce  walleye  was  taken  from  the 
Manistee  River  by  Lawrence  Burnette  in  1985.  This  was  the 
largest  walleye  taken  in  Michigan  during  1985. 


The  grayling  disappeared    from    Michigan  waters  over  fifty 
years  ago  but  in   1984  the  DNR  restocked  85,000  of  thefish.

First  deer  hunting  and  fishing  law  was  enacted  in  Mich- 
igan in  1859. 

First  bow  hunting  season  opened  in  1957.

BALDWIN 

Hannible  was  the  first  name  of  this  village,  named 
after  an  early  settler.  In  1872  when  Gov.  Henry  P. 
Baldwin  presented  the  town  with  a  flag  the  com- 
munity was  called  Baldwin  City,  in  1375  the  name 
was  shortened  to  Baldwin  The  county  seat  in  1887. 


BRANCH 

Named  after  the  north  branch  of  the  P.  M.  river.

CAREY,  CAREVILLE,  CARRIEVILLE

Named  for  Ephraim  Elmer  Ellsworth  who  was  in 
the  Civil  War  with  the  First  Michigan  Infantry. 
The  township  was  settled  in  1867  by  homesteaders, 
mostly  war  veterans  from  New  York  State. 

FORMAN 

Named  for  C.H.Forman,  who  in  1873,  operated  a 
sawmill  near  the  Yaces  west  township  line. 

LUDINGTON  AVE. 

From  M-37  and  24th  Sc.  in  Lake  County.  Named 
for  James  Ludington  (1827-91)  who  in  1862  platted 
the  village  bearing  his  name. 

NE-  BO-SHONE 

An  Indian  word  rr.eaning  "bend  in  the  river."  Thie 
Pine  River  community  was  settled  by  Civil  War 
veterans  and  later  became  a  private  resort. 

PEACOCK 

Named  for  David  J.  Peacock  who  was  the  first  post- 
master in  1897. 

STEARNS  SIDING 

Named  for  Justice  Smith  Stearns  who  had  asawmill 
near  the  Pere  Marquette  River.  Given  the  name  of 
Bennett   by  the  Post  Office  Department. 

WINGLETON 

Named  for  G.  LaForest  Wing,  a  lumberman.
